The Chocolate Soldier 


The amusing musical comedy which the

Mr. Shaw s play, from which it was taken, 
had sore difficulty in passing the censor, 
In Bulgaria, I believe, the ‘‘ Chocolate 
Soldier ” is still banned as a satire on the 
country. Shaw’s play was, of course, \a 
skit on War, and a mimicry to dethrone 
tle hero, whom the ladies of the time 
were glorifying as a god. The poor 
soldier, who sees no great glory in the 
fight.and. only wants to sleep for a few 
hours, .is so wittily portrayed by Shaw 
that we laugh now at the fun of it all. 
But while war was in the air it was a 
different thing, and the Bulgarians are 
evidently like our Irish-American friends, 
who resent any suggestion that they are 
not the finest people in the world. | 


Keeping the Sabbath | 


Indeed, there were many storms at the 
production of Shaw’s plays, just as there 
was wild enthusiasm at a later date. 
*“G. BS?" takes all as it comes. On one 
occasion when he appeared on the plat- 
jorm after a first production the applause! 
was great. In the midst of the clapping’ 
his keen ear caught a strong hiss in the 
gallery. He raised his arm and called to 
the audience to cease applauding; then 
he addressed the gentleman from on high.

A Farmer s raining 


In a city restaurant recently I hap- 
pened to overhear a discussion on the. 
present plight of the agricultural in- 
dustry. One of the disputants main- 
tained that anybody could be a farmer, 
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and I was surprised to observe that most 
of the others. with him. Surely 
the truth of the matter is that there can 
be few occupations where such varied 
knowledge is reqtired. The farmer 
should ele enough geology to enable 
him to understand the formation of his 
soils, eno botany toi t the purity of 
his seeds and judge the quality of his 
crops, and at least as muc ate ge 
as may. be necessary to deal with the 
roblems which may confront ‘him on his 
arm and in his dairy. It is impossible 
to select suitable fertilisers without some 
knowledge of chemistry, and t.e farmer 
who knew nothing of veterinary science 
would find himself in difficulties when 
he came to deal with the diseases of 
animals.. Without some knowledge of 
mechanics he would be unable to effect 
minor repairs and adjustments in his 
agricultural appliances, which are becom- 
ing inereasingly complicated, while con- 
siderable business acumen is required to 
grapple with the fiyctuations of markets 
and the keeping of accounts. It is still 
true that the tiller of the soil carries the 
world’s industries on his back, and the 
city-bred ple who think that anyone 
could do his job might pause and con- 
sider where they would be without him. 


Irishmen Abroad 


I have often noticed, writes a correspon- 


dent, while travelling in England, that 
most of the people I met in that country 
who bore Irish names and were associated 
with Irish activities, spoke without the 
slightest trace of what is known as the 
““brogue.” It would be interesting to 
know how long it would take a group of 
settlers in a foreign country, where there 
is no language difficulty, to acquire the 
characteristics of their new neighbours. 
Scotsmen in England usually seem to 
retain their native accent, unless they have 
been caught young and put through one of 
the English universities. Returned Irish- 
Americans, so far as their mannerisms ‘are 
concerned, might have walked straight out 
of almost any Hollywood film, and there 
are other examples in which only the name 
exists to serve as evidence of the original 
nationality. For instance, some time ago 
a friend of mine was in the West Indies on 
a holiday. On leaving each port of call he 
managed to secure an introduction to some 
important personage at the next, and 
eventually found himself in the presence of 
an individual whose surname was reminis- 
cent of ancient Irish kings. On this 
particular island he was received with a 
courtesy and consideration which might 
well have been traditional. Sometime after- 
wards he read.a paragraph in an American 
newspaper headed: ‘‘ Distinguished Irish- 
man’s Success,” from which he gathered 
that the West Indian with the historic 
name had just been elected to a position of 
great importance. He was unable, how- 
ever, to suppress a smile at the caption, 
since the only Irish traits about the coal- 
black negro who had entertained him were 
his hospitality and his name. 


Substitutes for Slums 
While 


assing recently, writes a cor- 
through certain areas in 
Dublin which were formerly slums, it 
ssemed to me that some of the accommo- 
dation provided to replace the old build- 
ings could hardly be regarded as satis- 
factory. Certainly the cottage system 
appeared to be far superior to the large 
buildings with communal halls and stair- 
cases. _ Cottages are usually clean and 
neatly kept, because there is, I imagine, 
a kind of emulation among the occupiers. 
On the other hand; in the larger build- 
ings the portion which is common to all 
the flats is nobody's business, and suffers 
accordingly. Probably the best substitute 
for a bad slum, if it.were financially pos- 
sible, would be to clear the area com- 
pletely, and allow the grass to grow again 
in a recreation ground or small park. It 
does not seem advisable to. clear only 


| portion of a decayed district and erect a 


few new buildings, since these. will tend 
in time to assume the, character of their 
surroundings..

The site, known as a Crannog, or Lake- 
Dwelling, is: an artificial: island built for pur- 
poses of greater security in what was in early 
Christian times» the Lake of Lagore. The 
lake itselt has now disappeared, making pos- 
sible the revelation ‘of fits secrets by modern 
investigators. After centuries of oblivion it 
was. rediscovered in 1839 by workmen 
digging drains in the bog to remove the last 
traces of the.ancient lake.: Examination of 
this discovery by Dr. Petrie and Sir William 
Wilde led to ‘the “recognition of lake 
dwellings as an important element of early 
Trish culture. Thus Lagore is the classic 
site, and is for many reasons the most im- 
portant of the many hundreds of : existing 
Crannogs. Since 1839 it has been dug into 
for treasure at -various times, but no 
th-rough and complete scientific exploration 
has been attempted until this year. 


EXCAVATION UNCOMPLETED 


Because of the size of the project and late- 
nes of the season when it was begun, the 
excavation has not as yet been completed, 
Approximately one-third of the site was ex- 
posed and excavated to the white marl which 
underlies the bog. It is hoped that work 
will be restmed next year during the summer 
months. The Cranyog, or artificial island, 
was found to have been roughly circular in 
form, 150 feet in diameter, and 11 feet deep. 
By depth is meant the thickness of the arti- 
ficial structure resting upon the unstable lake- 
bottom, which was necessary to. sustain 
the floor of, the dwelling. “This. struc- 
ture was a succession of layers of 
peat and inter-woven bushwood. Thus 
the island resembled somewhat a layer- 
cake, the body of which was of peat inter- 
larded: every few feet with thin layers. of 
brushwood, leaves, straw, ete. Much as a 
road is built across a bog to-day, a reagon- 
ably stable surface was sthioved, upon which, 
subject to occasional and easily repairable 
settling, wooden habitations could be erected, 
The whole was then surrounded by a palisade 
of upright oak timbers. The palisade served 
a double purpose. It lent coherence to the 
mass of peat and brushwood, helping to hold 
it together, and its capacity of lanes it pro- 
vided an added deterrent to the ambitions of 
covetous intruders. 


INTERESTING * FINDS "' 


As well as the actual structure, a large 
number of interesting finds were made. 
Hundreds of objects were bronght to light 
to assist the archeologist in his reconstruction 
of early life in Meath. Many fields of human 
endeavour and a great variety of arts and 
crafts lie “revealed in these finds. Included 
are tools; weapons and ornaments of iron, 
bronze, glass; enamel, pottery, wood, stone. 
bone and leather. ‘The most. revealing of all 
are, perhaps, the bone remains, both tools 
and ornaments carved from bones, and the 
tremendous’ numbers of discarded animal 
bones, the remains of centuries of regal feasts, 
No less than twenty-five tons of bones were 
sent to Dublin, where the Natural History 
Division of the National Museum very kindly, 
as in previous years, undertook the long and 
tedious task of sorting and studying them, 
Although the complete report is not as. yet 
available, Mr. A. W. Stelfox, M R.1.A., and 
Miss Geraldine Roche, M.Sc., have supplied 
a certain amount of very helpful advance 
information. A few bones and antlers 
of the red deer -are present, and bear 
evidence that hunting, while not in- 
dulged in to: any great extent, did occur. 
The great majority of the bones, however, are 
of domestic animals: horse, sheep, pig and 
an ovetwhelming® preponderance of cattle.

ORNAMENTS 


One of the largest classes of objects found 
was the ornaments. These divide themselves 
roughly into four major gfoups: glass, 
enamel, bronze and bone. Most popular, 
apparently, with the early Christian ladies of 
Meath were beads and bracelets of brilliant 
blue glass with inlaid patterns in white. 
Fine twisted bars of white glass are fused 
into the surface of the blue, a truly great 
achievement’ in the art of glass-working. 
Beads of yellow, green and white occur, but 
were much less popular. Amber beads were 
know.. as well, but these are very rare 
indeed, and were probably highly treasured. 
Perhaps the highest development of the 
jeweller's craft of those times was the 
artistic combination of amber, glass and 
enamel set into bronze pins, rings,. buckles 
and brooches. Beautiful patterns were 
formed with amber and multi-coloured glass 
inlaid upon a background of dark red 
enamel. In addition, many of the bronze 
objects were, decorated with . complicated 
spiral and interlaced patterns and conven- 
tionalised animal designs. A bronze. buckle 
over six inches in length was.found, upon 
which were elaborate interlocking | scrolls 
and conventionalised animal ornament. 
Among other ornamented bronzes were finger 
rings and ornamental discs of various sizes. 
These represent, on the whole, the highest 
development of the Early Christian. style of 
Treland, which was reached in the eighth 
century, just before the Danish invasion. 


BONE OBJECTS 
The fourth class of 


decorative objects is bone. 
with carved heads were found, including a 
surprisingly realistic representation of a 
horse, and also a large number of beautifully 
decorated combs. Most of the tines of the 
combs were broken, but some were 
surprisingly complete. The decorations con- 
sisted of incised lines in geometric or scroll 
atterns, and were often very complicated. 

ne spindle whorls were often embellished 
with encircling incised parallel lines 

As would be expected in the excavation of 
a habitation site, very few human bones 
were encountered. Those found, however, 
present a most unusual problem. Occasionally 
during the digging fragments of human 
skulls were uncovered. Strangely enough, 
these were almost always the same bone, the 
occiput, which is the bone forming the rear 
part oí the skull. Why this bone should 
be found in numbers while other parts of 
the skull were absent is as yet unexplained. 

re the many other finds, most of which 
cannot be enumerated here, was one which 
most certainly cannot be overlooked. Early 
in the excavations a carved wooden figure 
of a man was uncovered. lt was eighteen 
inches high, and, although provided with a 
head and the usual number of legs, it had no 
arms at all. Unfortunately, nothing in the 
circumstances of the discovery provides a 
clue to the use to which the figure was put. 


RESIDENCE OF KINGS 


It will be seen from the nature of the 
objects found that the crannog was occupied 
during that stage in Irish history known as 
the Early Christian period. In substantia- 
tion of this we have the references to the 
island in the Irish Annals, where it is men- 
tioned as the residence of the Kings of 
Lagore in the eighth, ninth and tenth cen- 
turies. Certain of our finds indicate, how- 
ever, that the founding of the island con- 
siderably antedated the eighth century. It 
is quite probable that it was in use for some 
time before it was adopted .as the 
royal seat. “Besides the evidence of the 
articles found, an older stracture appears at 
tne bottom of the island beneath the brush- 
wood layers described above. 

An interesting, and, indeed, unique iron 
pony-bit was found at this level. Further 
excavation planned for next season should 
produce more evidence as to the nature of 
the lower dwelling which, because of its 
position, is reg, sick older. Furthermore, 
since the upper layers produced so many im 
portant objects of art of the eighth century 
A.D., the most brilliant period in the history 
of early Irish culture, it is ho that the 
lower structure may yield evidence of the 
history and development, thus far unknown,

BIGOTRY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sie,—As an old Orangeman, I have read 
with pain and regret several of the speeches 
that. were made at the Ulster Protestant 
League, as reported in your issue of Novem- 
ber 16th. ~ 

Many of the speakers do not seem to know 
what the very tenets of Orangeism, or what 
the Union Jack, stands for—viz.: Freedom 
and’ religious liberty all round. Orangemen 
are supposed to belong to a Christian body 
whose tenets are based on the Bible, which 
teaches us to love. our neighbours as our- 
selves, and this seems to be foreign to the 
ideas of some of the members. In 1914 our 
Roman Catholic brethren, British and Irish 
alike, flocked in, their thousands to their 
country’s call and did their hit, and if need 
should, unfortunately, arise again, would do 
so once more.

The most patient observer of world 
affairs must have become sick long ago of 
the very word ‘‘ disarmament,’’ and the 
news that Mr. Arthur Henderson and his 
well-meaning colleagues have begun to 


. interest anywhere. A novel note has been 
struck by the United States Government, 
which is sponsoring a plan for the contro! 
of the private manufacture of arms and 
ammunition; but nobody will take this 
proposal very seriously, especially as it 
has come as a direct result of the arma- 
ments inquiry in the United States a few 
months ago, The thing that matters at 
the moment is the way in which Europe 
is girding up its loins for another war. 
Nobody who is not wilfully blind to facts 
can doubt that, while Geneva is babbling 
about Utopia, Germany and France, Italy 
and Russia—indeed, all the European 
nations—to say nothing of Japan and the 
United States—are getting ready with 
the utmost speed for another trial of 


everybody else. No nation ever yet has 
armed itself save for purely “ defensive ” 
purposes, just as no nation ever has been 
knowr to start a war. Nevertheless, they 
all are arming as rapidly and as 
thoroughly as possible. There seems to 
be a general feeling on the Continent that 
next year will be the critical period. The 
Saar decision will be taken in January, 
when almost anything may happen. Yugo- 
slavia is determined that the assassinat.on 
of King Alexander, at Marseilles, shal! 
be brought home to those who ultimately 
were responsible for it; and there are 2 
dozen minor issues—every one of which is 
capable of almost infinite mischief—which 
will be determined within the next twelve 
months. In his brilliant speech at Prague 
recently M. Benes, possibly the most level- 
headed statesman in Europe, spoke of 1935 
almost as the soothsayer spoke of the Ides 
of March. Trouble undoubtedly is 
brewing. 

In the French Chamber on Monday 
M. Léon Archimbaud, who is rapporteur 
of the Budget of the War Ministry, made 
an alarming statement concerning Ger- 
many’s warlike preparations. He was 
explaining why France had been forced to 
increase her expenditure on defensive 
armaments, and declared that the Germans 
would be stronger next year than they 
were when the War broke out in 1914. 
Their military strength at present, he 
said, amounted to six hundred thousand 
men, instead of the one hundred thousand 
which were permitted by the Versailles 
Treaty. There were 400,000 in the 
Reichswehr, 100,000 in the police, and 
100,000 auxiliaries in garrison. Further- 
more, M. Archimbaud alleged that some 
2,100,000 men were organised as reserves 
in the Hitler Labour army and in various 
ex-soldiers’ bodies, and that the ‘‘ S.A.”’ 
and “ S.S.” formations between them 
amounted to 2,000,000 well-trained youths. 
Within a week, therefore, according to M. 
Archimbaud, Germany next year will be 
in a position to mobilise 5,500,000 men. 
Thousands of highly skilled pilots, he 
averred, also would be available to man a 
huge number of aeroplanes. Both heavy 
and light artillery were being manufac- 
tured in large quantities, and generally 
Germany was acting ‘‘as if war were 
imminent.’’ When a responsible politician 
makes a statement of this kind, it hardly 
can be ignored. It is quite possible that 
M. Archimbaud, in his anxiety to obtain 
the Chamber’s sanction for fresh expendi- 
ture, is exaggerating. In our view, that 
point is immaterial. His statement proves 
that France is taking no risks. She is 
preparing to meet another invasion; and 
we may be sure that if she and Germany 
are engaged in an armaments race, the 
other European Powers will not be likely 
to waste much time before they follow 
suit. 

It is a common fallacy to suppose that 
the prospect of another war in Europe 
has no direct interest for this country, or 
that our only interest in such an upheaval 
would be to supply food to Great Britain 
at exorbitant prices.

‘The 
National Government must have realised 
by now that it made a great mistake when 
it sought to thrust the scheme upon an 
unsuspicious Parliament. Its error is 
more surprising, inasmuch as hitherto, in 
all other respects, it has governed not 
only with wisdom and moderation, but 
with due attention to the wishes of the 
country at large. Mr, Macdonald has 
heen at the head of a national Administra- 
tion for precisely three years, in the 
course of which he has striven manfully, 
and with notable success, to redeem Great 
Britain from the consequences of his 
previous Labour policy. Financially, the 
country has faced danger and has over- 
come it. Unemployment has been re- 
duced by a substantial margin. The 
traditional policy of free trade, which 
threatened collapse to Britain’s industry 
in the circumstances of to-day, has been 
replaced by a programme of judicious pro- 
tection. After numerous delays, the 
Government has consented at last to 
strengthen the Navy and Air Force, there- 
by reassuring the people; and a firmer 
policy in regard to foreign affairs has im- 
proved Britain’s credit throughout the 
civilised world. It must be regretted that 
a Government which has so many achieve- 
ment» of the highest value to its credit 
should endanger its reputation and 
security by a half-hearted and foolish 
policy in regard to India, Only half of 
the National Government’s work has been 
done. To complete that work it must 
enjoy a prolonged and safe tenure of 
office ; but any effort to force the proposed 
Indian Constitution through Parliament, 
against the will of the people, must end in 
a Conservative mutiny and the destruction 
of the National Government. If Mr. 
Macdonald “wishes to serve the real 
interests of his country, he will concede 
the matter of India with as good a grace 
as he can assume,

Irish Orchards 


We are accustomed by this time to 
large decreases in the volume of our ex- 
ports, but it must come as a shock to 
many people to learn that out of a total 
of 8,700 tons of apples supplied to Eng. 
land in 1933 only 16 hundredweight were 
sent from this country. In comparison 
with the 6,600 tons imported from Canada 
this is a ludicrously small total ; but it is 
largely our own fault that the shipments 
are not bigger. The regrettable truth is 
that few Irish exporters know how to 
make their products attractive to the pur- 
chaser. In this direction Californian and 
other American firms are the supreme ex- 
perts. Their apples are graded carefully 
according to size and quality, so that the 
buyer knows that he is not getting a few 
good apples on the top rows and an in- 
ferior quality beneath them. The packing 
itself ensures that the apples will arrive 
in good condition, and the ,eneral appear- 
ance of the boxes contributes much to the 
selling of their contents. The owners of 
orchards in Ireland, however, scarcely can 
be blamed for their lack of enthusiasm ; 
for they suffer under a disability which is 
almost unknown in other apple-growing 
countries. In nearly every instance where 
a real effort has been made to grow the 
fruit on a large scale with a view to ex- 
port, the organisers have become the 
victims of robbery persistent and heart- 
breaking. Men and boys pay daily visits 
to the orchards, bringing with them large 
sacks in which to remove the fruit. Even 
barbed wire fencing does not seem to be 
proof’ against the activities of these 
thieves, and its high cost makes it un- 
popular among apple-growers, The Royal 
Horticultural Society has done much to 
encourage Irish firms by exhibitions show- 
ing attractive methods of packing fruit, 
but little can be done if the crops are 
attacked persistently by thieves against 
whom a prosecution rarely succeeds. 


Nordic Man 


“ Behold, my child, the Nordic Man, 
And be as like him as you can: 
His legs are long, his mind is slow, 
His hair is lank and made of tow '— 


So sang Mr. Hilaire Belloc at the beginning 
of an essay on the subject. His investiga- 
tions, while they revealed a number of 
interesting, and, indeed, remarkable, 
facts, have not stood the test of time as 
well as might have been expected. His 
contention that Nordic Man is born either 
in the West End of London or in a pleasant 
country house certainly will be countered 
hotly by modern German experts; and 
his bold assertion that none of the species 
is known to exist east of Charing Cross 
has been disproved finally by the discovery 


that there is none west of the Rhine, The 


Germans, indeed, have established the fact 
that Nordic Man exists in Germany, and in 
Germany alone. They have fixed no stan- 
dards as to length of limb and rapidity (or 
otherwise) of mind, but they agree with 
Mr. Belloc that fair hair is essential, and 
insist that Nordic Man must have a long 
skull. Not to be a Nordic Man in modern 
Germany implies that one is no true 
follower of Hitler ; for the professors, shar- 
ing Mr. Belloc’s view that the members of 
other types are ' most unpleasant fellows,’’ 
have made it clear that all Nordics are 
Germans, ‘and all true Germans Nordics. 
At the same time, many citizens have been 
so unfortunate as to be born with round 
heads, and the proviso as to skulls has 
been causing them acute embarrassment.

HE following is the text of the speech 
‘3 read by the King at the opening of 


the new session of Parliament yester- 
day :— 
My Lorps AND Mempers © THE HOUSE OF 

ComMMONS,— 

y relations with foreign Powers continue 
te friendly. Tne maintenance of world 
peace does not cease to give my Government 
the most anxious concern. y will con- 
tinue to make the support and extension of 
the authority of the League of Nations a 
cardinal point of their policy. They earnestly 
trust that the general work of th; Disarma- 
ment Conferenco may be actively resumed 
in a political atmosphere more favourable to 
the attainment of definite results. In the 
meantime strenuous efforts will be made to 
secure international agreement on such 
matters as are capable of separate treatment. 

The report of the Joint Committee of both 
your Houses. on Indian constitutional reform 
is about to be placed in your hands, and it 
will be the duty of my Ministers to lay 
before you their legislative proposals for the 
future government of India. 1 pray that 
both your Houses, upon whom now rests the 
responsibility of deciding these issues, may 
approach the task which lies before them 
with the single aim of furthering the well- 
being of my Empire.

Although factors adverse to the full re- 
sumption of internations' trade still exist, it 
is my earnest hope that the coming \ear will 
be marked by a continuanc of the spirit of 
confidence and enterprise which has enabled 
this country to take the lead in world re- 
covery. 

The condition of the shipping industry is 
receiving the anxious consideration of my 
Ministers. The serious position: of tramp- 
shipping calls for early treatment, and you 
w ill be invited to consider a measure Íor pro- 
viding temporary essistance to this section of 
the industry. 

My Ministers, in conjunction with the local 
authorities, are pressing forward with the 
task of clearing th» slums, in regard to which 
the national conscience has been so deeply 
stirred. So great a measure of progress Is 
being attained that my Ministers are able to 
contemplate the next step in the process of 
improving the housing conditions of the 
people. <A bill will accordingly be submitted 
to you for preventing overcrowding and 
making provision for the re-housing of those 
found to - living in overcrowded conditions. 

A similar bill, applying to Scotland, will 
also be introduced. 

A measure will be submitted to you to 
assist certain areas in which prolonged un- 
employment has created problems of an ex- 
ceptional character. 

A vill will also be laid before you to amend 
the law relating to the supply of electricity. 

My Ministers have for some time past had 
under consideration the further development 
and acceleration of Imperial Atr Communica- 
tions, and measures to this end will be 
brought forward in due course. 

The condition of agriculture and the re- 
organisation of the herring industry are 
closely engaging tha attention of my Ministers. 

Measures will be introduced, if time permits, 
for the control of building development along 
the main thoroughfares, for providing better 
housing of the Metropolitan olice and other 
subjects. 

I pray that, under the blessing of God, the 
outcome of your deliberations may advance 
the happiness and well-being of my people 
and the peace of the world.

There is a sparkle about the Gate Com- 
pany s production of “The Provok’d Wife’ 
which is hard to analyse. It is as though 
the men and women in the cast were playing 
their parts ‘‘for the fun of the thing,” and 
had forgotten the audience—almost as if they 
were taking part in a charade. There have 
been better individual performances at the 
Gate, but seldom has there been such a fine 
general level of acting, or such a spirited 
display. 

“The Provok’d Wife’’ is typical of the 
Restoration period in that it is both cynical 
and happy. It is a wanton and impudent 
thing, that cares neither for God nor man, but 
goes its worldly way through a succession of 
intrigues and deceptions, and ends un- 
ashamedly in a laughter that might rouse an 
echo from the driest Puritan. Even so, it 
might have been dull enough without prope: 
interpreters. There is, after all, very little 
in it, and the author, Sir John Vanbrugh, is 
in no hurry to bring his plet to a conclusion. 
Having started to unfold the tale of Lady 
Sbrute’s intrigue with Constant, he lingers 
by the way over anything that takes his fancy 
in comedy or song, and spends three hours 
in telling a story which might have been told 
in one. 

Instead of attempting to quicken the pace, 
Mr. Hilton Edwards has wisely met the 
author on his own ground. Where Vanbrugh 
lingers, he lingers, too, and with just as 
great a relish. Some of the best things in 
the production, indeed, lie in the incidentals— 
the songs that are sung and the comic scenes. 
The latter are broadly humorous, almost 
‘““music-hall,”” and Mr, Edwards himself is 
responsible for nearly all their fun. As Sir 
John Brute, he gives what must be his best 
display in a comic part, and the scene where 
he appears dressed in his wife's clothes (a 
sufficiently cbvious joke, which has earned 
laughs from the gallery in every century) is 
made the most Judicrous thing that one could 
imagine. 

All .the company, in fact, seemed to have 
struck ther best form. Coralie Carmichael 
was delightful as Lady Brute, and she was 
well supported Bs Ria Mooney. Micheal 
MacLiammoir a James Mason, the two 
intriguers, played their parts with spirit 
and with just the right amount. of 
restraint, while Diana Vernon, on the 
other hand, gave just the right amount of 
exaggeration to Lady Faneyfull. The Jiveli- 
ness shown by the principals spread itself 
through the crampany, and Eileen Ashe, in 
particular, wa; excellent.

“CHE House of Commons was more 
[ crowded this afternoon than it has 
been for months past, when the debate on 
the Address was opened. The Prime 
Minister said in his speech that Britain 
had proved to the world that her arma. 
ments were not essive, so that, if they 
were strengthened, as they would have to 
be, she could not be accused of increasiny 
her offensive power. In this connection 
there will be a full-dress debate during 
the week on the Government's air policy, 
based on an amendment to the Address, 
which will be moved by Sir Robert Horne, 
Mr. Winston Churchill, Mr. Amery, and 
Lord Winterton, all ex-Ministers. The 
intention, I understand, is not simply to 
attack the Government, but to encourace 
it in a policy to secure aerial safety. Many

members of the Conservative Party are 
anxious to take part in this debate. The 
Conservative Air Committee has pursued an 
most active propaganda to induce the 
Government to embark on such a policy. 


A Royal Innovation 


The King and Queen, for the frst time 
in history, drove to the Palace of West- 
minster for the opening of Parliament to- 
day in a motor car. I have witnessed this 
State ceremonial ever since it was restore | 
to its old-time importance by Kiny 
Edward: and thought that the procession 
this morning had lost nearly all its dignity 
and beauty. Two motor cars formed the 
procession, and each seemed to be over- 
crowded. The only person whom it was 
not difficult to see clearly Was the Queen, 
a majestic figure in ermine, with an all- 
round crown of diamonds on her soit 
white hair. The cars drove very slowly 
through the streets, but, though they bore 
the Royal Crown—and that of the King, a 
Royal Standard in addition—people did 
not realise that Their Majesties were pass 
ing until they were nearly gone, when 
there was a general doffing of hats and 
waving of handkerchiefs.

made ludicrous. The most important 1s 
whether a person has a right to send 
money directly to Dublin to buy a ticket 
If so, there seems to be no reason why he 
should not buy a number of tickets if he 
has no intention of selling them. More- 
over, it will be a matter of the utmost 
difficulty to deal with all the letters pass- 
ing through the post to Dublin with the 
idea of tracing buyers of tickets. These 
points alone, though there are others, show 
that the Act is capable of much-needed 
amendment. 


Winter Frost 


The weather experts predict much frost 
and snow during the winter, and some- 
thing like the experience of February, 
1929, may be repeated. During that 
month there was an extension of the great 
Siberian anti-cyclone, spread over Scan- 
dinavia and Northern Europe, bringing 
icy air from the frozen wastes of Siberia. 
London had its coldest spell for thirty 
years. During the winter months, chiefly 
between December and the end of Feb- 
ruary, the greatest high-pressure system 
in the world builds up over frozen Siberia, 
and it is possible that this immense 
system may extend sufficiently far to the 
westward to influence conditions here. 
Observations show that the British Isles 
are affected by weather systems as far 
away as the Azores, Greenland, Southern 
Spain, Scandinavia and north-west Russia, 
and that an exceptional or low baromcter 
at any of these places will mark some 
influence on weather conditions here.

English apple-growers are disappointed 
by the low prices realised by their wares, 
and by the difficulty in effecting sales, even 
at that low level of prices. The demand 's 
for the hest qualities, and imported apples 
are so carefully packed and _ correct!y 
graded that they seem to be preferred to 
the ordinary varieties of home-grow! 
produce. Among the imports of 8,700 tous 
of apples last week 16 cwt. came from thio 
Irish Free State—a diminutive consig! 
ment compared with the 6,600 tons from 
Canada. There seems to be room for a 
considers vle improvement in the marketin< 
of English apples. Where they are of fir: 
quality, and are packed and graded in 
attractive manner, they bring satisfactor 
prices; but these instances are few con 
pared with the haphazard manner in wh 
the bulk of the crop reach the market. 


London's Transport Service 


A comprehensive scheme for the conv: 
sion of tramways to trolley ‘bus services 
has been prepared by the Londo 
Passenger Transport Board, which \ 
promote a bill in Parliament scek 
powers to proceed with the plans. Tro!! 
‘buses are running already in several parts 
of the onter suburban districts, and anothe 
sixty miles of route will be converted. The 
trolley ‘buses, drawing their current from 
overhead electric wires, run on trackless 
roads, and for the outer districts of London 
these vehicles have been found more suit 
able than tramways. . The expense of lay- 
ing and maintaining the rails is avoided, 
and, in the event of one vehicle breaking 
down, there is no stoppage of following

DUBLIN 


Several proposals for the establishment

TWO DEPARTMENTS

to work satisfactorily—in fact, Govern- 
ment officials themselves agree on this 
point, and it is hard to see where one 
Minister’s responsibility ends and the 
other’s begins. 

An example of this is the token vote of 
£10 for ‘* Assistance to Civil Aviation,” 
which appears in the Public Services Esti- 
mates each year under the Army Vote. 
Actually the Minister for Defence does not 


' control civil aviation, yet, apparently, he 


would be responsible for the expenditure 
of any money on it if a supplementary 
estimate was introduced during the year. 
Mr. Aiken, as Minister for Defence, con- 
trols the Army Air Corps, and it is to this 
branch that the Department of Industry 
and Commerce turns when it is in need of 
technical advice on aviation matters, which 
are administered by the Transport and 
Marine Branch of the Department. Army 
officers act as examiners of candidates for 
licences, and in several other capacities 
which are really civil matters. 

The question of unifying the control of

REFORM 


REPORT TO BE ISSUED TO-DAY 


'TEE report of the Joint Select Com- 
mittee of Lords and Commons on 
Indian Constitutional Reform will be 
issued for publication this afternoon. . 

The keenest interest is manifested in 
the document at Westminster and in 
India because of the effect it may have 
not only on the future government of 
India, but also on the political outlook 
in both countfies. - 

With the publication of the report comes 
to an end the long-drawn-out process of 
inquiry that has gone on for nearly seven 
years. 

The Indian problem will then enter "ES 
a new phase—the enactment of a ill 
establishing the new Constitution. 

The first stage of inguiry was the 


appointment of the Simon Commission 1n 


1997. The Commission 's task was to review 
the working of the system of government 
established by the Government of India 
Act of 1919. 

The Commission reported in 1930, and 
then followed the Round-Table Conference, 
the chief influence of which was to bring 
‘he ideal of an All-Indian Federation into 


the realm of practical politics. 


The Burma Round-Table Conference met 
in 1931. After this Conference the Govern- 
ment formulated a scheme which has come 
to be known as the White Paper policy. 
It provided for a Federation of British- 
India and Indian States, with responsible 
covernment both at the centre and in 
the British provinees, subject to the 
reservation of defence and foreign affairs 
and special. powers to the Governor- 
General. and Governors for the discharge 
{ special responsibilities. 

The last stage of inquiry was the 
appointment of the Joint Select Committee 
n April, 1933, to consider the White Paper 
proposals. When originally appointed the 
Committee consisted of sixteen Peers and

sixteen M.P.’s, but two members have since 
died—Lord Burnham and Miss Mary 
Pickford, M.P. 

Lord Midleton took Lord Burnham’s 
place, so that in the lattér part of its 
inquiry the Committee was composed of 
sixteen Petrs and fifteen M.P.’s, making 
a membership of thirty-one. | 
Lord Linlithgow was chairman, and the 
members included the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Lord Chancellor, Si:

A member of the Japanese Naval dele- 
ation stated yesterday: ‘‘ The Japanese 
overnment cannot change its funda- 
mental -maval principles. These are a 
common upper ‘limit of the strength of 
navies, and reduction of offensive weapons. 
Japan desires to come to agreement at 
the next Naval Conference, but, unfor- 
tunately, at present Great Britain and the 


Japanese proposals. | 

“ We want the navies of the world to 
be non-aggressive. Our proposals would 
reduce naval armaments and would lessen 
the burdens on the taxpayers. But there 
must be one common upper limit. ‘Ve 
cannot accept inferiority. If Japan thinks 
she does not need to build up to the limit 
she will stay below it. | 

“ But she must have the right to build 
up to the same limit as the other Powers, 
and we have never said in these discussions 
that we will not reach the limit. Nor are 
we willing to undertake not to reach the 
limit within any period of years 


DOOR STILL OPEN 


“The Japanese Government has no 
desire to enter into a naval building race, 
but if there is no agreement we cannot 
help it if naval competition arises. If the 
different peoples kept calm I do not think 
the rivalry in strengths would be severe. 

“ Japan is against qualitative limita- 
tion. If naval competition comes Japan 
will build ships adequate to her national 
defence.” 

Concluding, he said: ‘* Further explana- 
tion and consideration of Japan’s proposals 
will make it possible for the discussions to 
continue. The door is not yet closed.”’ 


HOPES DASHED 


At the moment it looks as if the only 
int on which agreement is likely 
tween all three Powers is the clause of 
the Washington Treaty providing for the 
prohibition of fortifications in a wide area 
of the Pacific. i 
The hope of reaching at least a qualita- 
tive limitation agreement, if no quantita- 
tive limitation can be agreed upon, was 
dashed by the Japanese yesterday morn- 


ing. 

At the same time it became clear that, 
failing quantitative limitation, Japan will 
turn to the construction of special types 
of vessel which she considers best suited 
to her particular conditions. Whether 
this means, in effect, an experiment on 
vessels of the “‘ pocket battleship ’’ type 
it is still too early to say. 

If this contingency arises it appears 
that, so far as Japan is concerned, about 
the only thing which can be rescued from 
the Washington Treaty is the non-fortifi- 
cation clause. 


FRANCE AND ITALY 


As the existence of fortifications in the 
Japanese view facilitates the waging of 
aggressive wars, the Japanese feel that 
the non-fortification clause of the 
Washington Treaty skould be continued 
in force, even if agreement on limitation 
of navies cannot be reached. The question 
of the preservation of the clause, whereby 
the Powers are to notify each other of the 
vessels they are building has not yet been 
at all fully considered by the Japanese 
delegation 

Japan would be glad to see both France 
and Italy act with her in denouncing the 
Washington Treaty, but the 
whether diplomatic exchanges have taken 
place with these countries with a view. to 
sounding them on such action is described 
by the Japanese delegation as outside the 
scope of its mission. It is known, how- 
ever, that earlier in the talks the Japanese 
inquired unofficially of the British when

TALKS TO CONTINUE 

The American naval delegation has not 
yet been’ informed by the British repre- 
sentatives of the contents of the Japanese 
reply to the British inquiries. 

in is expected that they will not receive 
this iníormation until Japan finishes 
stating her case. The Japanese reply to 
the British compromise suggestions will 
then be cabled to Washington by the 
United States delegation. 

After President Roosevelt receives this 
information and studies it, he is expected 
to send instructions to the American 
delegation as to what answer they sha! 
give to the British “ middle course ”’ sug- 
gestions made last week. He is in constant 
touch with the American delegation here, 
asking them many questions in order to 
clarify the British idea of qualitative 
limitation.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 


The Convention is associated here with 
the investigations into the arms trade in 
the American Senate last September, and 
its nature suggests that it is President 
Roosevelt’s reply to the sensational revela- 
tions made in the course of those investiga- 
tions. 

The plan to some extent forestalls the 
Radical demands for action. which are 
likely to be made in the new Congress. 

In view of the Marseilles assassinations, 
exceptional police precautions were taken 
to guard the delegates arriving at the 
League Secretaria for the meeting. But 
there was little public interest in the 
arrivals. 

After Mr. Arthur Henderson, the Presi- 
dent of the Disarmament Conference, had 
ae a tribute to the late M. Barthou, Mr. 

ilson said :— 

“ My Government firmly believes that 
without disarmament there is no sound 
basis for peace. 

“ Mr. Henderson has stated that there 
is at the moment little hope of the general 
Disarmament Conference reaching definite 
conclusions on the fundamental problems 
of disarmament. I defer to his knowledge 
in this matter, His conclusion agrees with 
what appears to be the definite opinion of 
many statesmen of this Continent. 

“ My Government attaches peculiar im- 
portance to the work which has been done 
on the manufacture of, and trade in, 
arms. 


GROWING DEMAND 


“There has been an ever-growing 
demand that something be done, and be 
done without delay, to regulate the 
manufacture of, and trade in, arms. We 
have had the temerity to prepare a text. 
This text presents very little that is new. 

“We have endeavoured to bring the full 
light of publicity to bear upon the produc- 
tion of arms, both State and private, and 
upon the export and import of arms. 

“ We have endeavoured to provide that 
this publicity shall be transmitted to a 
| permanent central organisation functioning 
in Geneva. 

“ As a corollary to publicity, we have 
endeavoured to put in a system of graded 
regulations, which bears heaviest upon 
armaments primarily designed and fatended 
for war. ' 

“ We by no means contemplate that the 
work of the Permanent Disarmament Com- 
mission shall be confined to the treaty we 
are now contemplating. 

“ The draft presented covers only two 
parts of the proposed treaty. The third 
| part, budgetary publicity, requires more 
elucidation and precision. 

“It should shed light into murky 
corners eliminating many of the evils of 
the trade.” 


IMPORTANT POINT 


Mr. Wilson then formally laid the text 
of the American Draft Convention before 
the Bureau. 

An important point in the Convention 
is that it would be negotiated and dis- 
cussed as a separate protocol from the 
general Convention. For the purposes of 
international control the Convention lays 
down five categories of arms and imple- 
ments of war. They are:— 


war exclusively designed and in- 
tended for land, sea or aerial war- 
fare, 

2—Naval armaments. 

3—Aerial armaments. 

4—Arms.and munitions capable of being 
used=for both military and non- 
military purposes, 


5—Arms andwmunitions designed and in-

After Mr. Wilson had submitted his 
text, Mr. Eden said :— 

*T am sure that, taken together with 
the draft articles which were the outcome 
of the work of the Committee which sat 
in Geneva this summer, these proposals 
will greatly help in our work upon these 
subjects. : 


DESIRABLE 


**T accordingly agree with Mr. Hender- 
son that it is highly desirable to deal with 
these subjects, even apart from and in 
advance of the main problems of the Con- 
ference. 

“ His Majesty's Government, however, 
wishes to see the work in Committee 
brought to a successful conclusion. 

“The objectives are useful, but they 
are not the main objectives. It is this 
main objective which we must keep before 
us—namely, the conclusion, possibly by 
stages, of a convention for the reduction 
and limitation of armaments. 

“It seems to me necessary to remind 
the Bureau of this to-day; for in three 
years’ work we have been too near success 
more than once to lose hope utterly even 
in this hour, and, while we know only 
too well the stubborn realities of the 
political problems that beset us, they 
themselves do not even now justify 
despair.”’ :

Commissar, made an intervention in 
favour of his scheme for a permanent 
peace organisation. 

Mr. Henderson explained that the pro:

ments for consideration, and only a few 
replies had been received. 

M. Litvinoff then. reminded the mem-

bers that at the last Assembly he had 


proposed that the conference should take 
its bearings. He was glad that the Bureau 
had met to go on with disarmament work. 
He thought that little could be done for 
the moment; for there was one great 
obstacie: the difficulty of securing umis 
versally adopted undertakings of restric 
tions. 

The obstacle as regards universality, he 
continued, still existed, and it would, 
perhaps, handicap the work which the 
President thought should be resumed on 
three points. He thanked Mr. Wilson for 
separating certain articles from the draft 
on the manufacture of arms and making 
them into an independent proposal. The 
U.S.S.R. could accept this without diffi- 
culty, because its arms manufacture was 
public and controlled. 


UNIVERSALITY 


But would it be possible to proceed 
further on this road without universality? 
If the Disarmament Commission was only 
to deal with armament, and if no obligation 
existed for the States, what would the Com- 
mission have to do ?—Nothing. 

He had proposed setting up a body to 
deal not only with disarmament, but with 
peace and security. He did not think the 
establishment of a permanent Disarmament 
Commission could be considered separately 
from that of the body for security and 
peate. The Committee of the Bureau might 
consider both the proposal for a Disarma- 
ment Commission and for a Commission of 
security and peace. 

Mr. Henderson, in reply, said that he 
thought that the point raised by M.

IMPRESSIVE SCENE 


- There was an impressive scehe at the 
special meeting of the Assembly this after- 
noon, when the entire body remained 
standing while the acting President paid 
a tribute to the memory of the late King 
Alexander and M. Barthou. :

A delicate situation has arisen in the 
result of the amalgamation which has taken 
place. between the National Association jof 
Operative Plasterers (London) and a group pf 
plasterers known as the All-Ireland (Co- 
operative Plasterers’ Association and Trade 
Union. 

The Dublin Operative Plasterers’ Society, 
East Essex street, Dublin, has instructed its 
members not to werk with the men who 
formed the Association, and, as the Dublin 
Operative Plasterers are affiliated to the 
Dublin Trades Union Council, all the workers 
belonging to the Building Trades Group will 
be required to take a like stand. 

In a statement issued by the Dublin 
Operative Plasterers yesterday, it 1s fish 


out that the new members of the English 
society are ineligible for work with members 
of the building trades unions in Dublin. 

It is stated that neither the amalgamating 
body nor the English society is affiliated to 
the Dublin Trades Union Council, or to the 
Building Trades Group, and that although 
the English society has applied for affiliation 
to the Irish Trade Union Congréss,; if has 
not as yet been accepted, while the amalga- 
mating body never was in affiliation with 
the Trade Union Congress. 

The claim of the Dublin Operative Plas- 
terers is that some of those connected with 
the All-Ireland Association never have

DR. TEMPLE'S SERMON IN

The Archbishop of York, preaching at the

“ Your Heavenly father knoweth what things 
y° have need of before ye ask Him,’’ but 
they should pray because their state of mind 
would determine whether what is properly a 
blessing will be a blessing to them. The aim 
in asking things from God was to fit them- 
se)veg to receive the blessing He gave. 

The three requirements Inia down by the 
Lord ‘were: confidence, perseverance and 
correspondence with His mind. The first 
form of confidence was largely trust in their 


own judgment, that what was asked for was. 


good, and God might delay His answer in 
order to deepen their faith, their own share 
is that deepening being perseverance. Aiter 
this they were near the third requirement, 
correspondence with the mind of God. 

The proper outline of ow Christian prayer 
was not ‘please do for me what I want,” 
but “please do with: me’ and through me 
what You want.” Prayer being an ex- 
pression of love, it was self-giving, and, 
therefore, in its purest form it was adora- 
tion, which should always be the predominant 
element in it,

|BOARD OF HEALTH

A Re I..T. ENNIS presided at the meet- 
M ing of the County Dublin Board of 
Health yesterday, when Mr. J. A. 
Flynn, Chief Veterinary Officer, submitted 
his October -report on slaughterhouses and 
meat inspection. He re that there were 
forty-two slaughterhouses in the county, and 
that only two or three were fit to be used, 
He suggested that the Board should erect a 
number of slaughterhouses in the county, and 
make a certain fixed charge tor each beast 
killed in these places. ‘The butchers had be- 
come registered by the department on paying 
a fee of 10s. : ' 
The Chairman said that that was a disgrace, 
Mr. P. Belton said that the Board of Health 
was. supposed to look after the matter of 
health, Under the Act passed for cheap and 
surplus fat cattle the Minister was supposed 
te go inte questions under the Public Health 
Acts. The Board should have power to 
make the butchers slaughter their beasts 
under proper conditions. 


CLOSING DOWN SUGGESTED 

Mr. Daly, veterinary ‘officer for Balrotnery 
area, said that there was only one way 
dealing with the slaughterhouses in his dis- 
triet, and that was to close them down and 
have the slaughtering done in the Abbatoir in 
Dublin. There was only one slaughterhouse 
i: the Balrothery area fit to be used. 
some of these slaughterhouses there was 
neither a proper water supply, sewerage nor 
flooring. He suggested that a properly 
equipped slaughterhouse should be established 
in each town by the Board. The butchers 
vould not afford to erect such properly 
equipped places. ee 

It was decided to obtain the opinions of the 
butchers. of the county, and ask them to put 
forward some proposition to meet the situa- 
tion. 


NEW BURIAL GROUND. ' 
It was decided to offer £125 per acre for 
a parcel of land near Lucan town for the 
urpose of a burial ground, The land had 
gu valued at £375, and it. was stated that 
about £250 would have to be expended in 
making the site suitable for a cemetery. 
It was agreed on a vote to purchase the 
site for a graveyard. he

ANALYSIS OF FREE 
STATE TRADE 


The ninety-eighth annual report, which is 
to be presented by the Secretary (Mr. R. 
©’ Herlihy, B:Comm.) at the annual meetin 
of the Cork Chamber of Commerce to be hei 
tonight, states that to the States efforts 
to rehabilitate the country industrially Cork 
has not during the year effectively responded. 
The same comparatively small group of local 
financiers has, however, taken the oppor- 
tunities presented for the investment of 
surplus funds in what may be called “ she!- 
tered industries,”’ and most Irish mdustries 


both the organised and irregular attacks of 
alien forces. As Cork is not centrally 
situated for distribution, its industrial pro- 
gress. lies in its own hands. Its position as 
an export centre is, however ideal, and its 
location as the capita! ot Munster excellent. 

The Government, it must be adin.tted, has 
done something to decentralise industry” in 
selecting Mallow for a suga refinery, Cork 
for a rabber factory, and Haulbowline for 
an oil refftery. “The local investing public, 
however, cannot expect the Government to 
keep on extending its largesse without effec- 
tive. co-operation from owners cf - capital. 
Controllers. of finance might now with profit 
subscribe sufficient tunds to restore the lost 
tanning and dressed meat iodvstries to Cork. 

he raw materials are available in abundance, 
and under the Cattl and Sheep Slaughter 
Act (1934) will be even more plentiful. 

Comparing the statistical returns of quan- 
tities of goods and number of live stock im- 
ported and exported at Cork port for the 
years ended dist July, 1952, and Silst De- 
cember, 1933, it is computed that the export 
of merchandise declined . from 104,880 to 
89.520 tons, while live stock exports fell 
from 278,260 to 86,520 head: For the same 
years the tonnage import of _ merchandise, 
exclusive of loads of timber, declined from 
890,400 to 692,400, the drop totalling almost 
200,000 tons. 

Under the circumstances outlined above the 
number of vessels entering the Port of Cork 
showed a considerable decrease, the most re- 
markable decrease having been recorded for 
coasting and cross-Channel trading vessels, 
the numbers in 1932 and in.1935 having been 
respectively 1,575 and 893, their tonnaze 
having been registered as 602,£09 and 462.047. 
The number of foreign trading vessels using 
the port, however, increased from 315 to 399, 
having registered an additional tonnage of 
19,298. -The report adds that the application 
of a system of tariffs is gradually altering the

THE TRADE BALANCE 


The apparent adverse balance of trade has 
progressively advanced from 10 millions to 19 
milhons sterling, but it is more than possible 
that when an account is taken of invisible 
mports and exports the apparent adverse 
Lalance would be transferred into a favourable 
balance. For example, the favourable invisi!le 
balance fur 1932, as recorded in the “Journal 
of Bankers’ Institute,” in its issue for 
October, 1934, was £15,197,000; whereas, the 
apparent unfavourable balance of trade as 
reported in “Government Trade Statistics of 
Imports and gel of tangible commodities 
was £15,034,000. Taking the year 1932 into 
account, therefore, it is quite correct to state 
that the Free State had a favourable balance 
of £167,000, The mobilisation of agriculture 
still goes on, and its effects are becoming 
daily more apparent te producers and con- 
sumers. Tillage has been encouraged bvth 
cirectly and indirectly. Prices in the home 
market for agricultural products are becoming 
stabilised, and, in a number of important 
instances, the producers’ interests are hein; 
protected During the year the civic work

He saw 23 men staking money on different 
colours, some using silver and others 
counters. He saw one man hand the croupier 
@ £1 note and receive counters in exchange. 
On 4th November he saw 31 men in the 
place, 11 being seated at the table. He saw 
the croupier take 5s. from a man and give 
him counters in exchange. On another occa- 
sion he saw five single £1 notes being 
changed for counters, On 11th November he 
visited the premises with Inspector Maher 
and Guard A gee He told the croupier who 
he was, and asked’ him to stop the game. 
The croupier did so, and told witness that 
““ bebelette ” was a game of skill, and asked 
him if he would like a demonstration. Wit- 
ness agreed. There was a notice on the wall 
requesting visitors to watch the game for 
some time and then watch the ball. The 
idea was to make a calculation and see where 
the ball would stop. Mr. Seed called out 
certain numbers during the demonstration, 
and was right on a number of occasions. 
Witness was invited to make the calculation#, 
and did so. He got the numbers right three 
or four times out of twelve, and on the occa- 
sions that he was not right the ball was in 
an adjacent number. Betting on an indivi- 
dual number the betting was 20 to 1 against. 
The calculation he made on the first occasion 
did not work on a subsequent visit. 

Mr, Nolan Whelan said the defence was 
that this was a game of skill. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Nolan Whelan, wit- 
ness stated that the wheel revolved at a con- 
stant pace, and it took 12 seconds in every 
case for the ball to travel before coming to 
rest.
